EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 44

AN EXECUTIVE ORDER TO PREVENT HOARDING AND PANIC 
BUYING DURING DECLARED EMERGENCY SITUATIONS AND 
SIMILAR OCCASIONS IN THE CITY OP OLONGAPO 


WHEREAS, Sect inn 5, Article II of the 19ft? E’hilippine Constitution, provides lhal, the 
maintenance of peace and order, (he protection of life, liberty, and property, and die promotion of 
the general welfare are essential for the enjoyment by all the people of the blessings of democracy ■ 

WHEREAS, the Local Government Code of 1991 mandates every local government unit 
to exercise the powers expressly granted, those necessarily implied therefrom, as well as powers 
necessary, appropriate, or incidental for its efficient and effective governance, and those which arc 
essential to the promotion of general welfare, health and safety; 

WHEREAS, Section 2 of Republic Act No. 75&I (The Price A cl), as amended, provides 
[hiii it is the policy of the Stale to ensure (he availability of basic necessities and prime commodities 
at reasonable prices at all times without denying legitimate business a fair return on investment, It 
is also a declared policy of the State to provide effective and sufficient protection to consumers 
against hoarding, profiteering and cartels with respect to supply, distribution, marketing and 
pricing of said goods, especially during periods of calamity; emergency, widespread illegal price 
manipulation and other similar situations; 

WHEREAS, Section 2 of Proclamation No. 922, which was issued by the President of the 
Philippines declaring a slate of public health emergency throughout the Philippines mandated that 
all government agencies and LG Us are hereby enjoined to render full assistance and cooperation 
and mobilize the necessary resources to undertake critical, urgent and appropriate response and 
measures in a timely manner to curtail and eliminate the COVID-19 threat; 

WHEREAS, on March 16, 2020, a Memorandum was issued from the office of Executive 
Secretary Salvador Modittidca providing the guidelines on the imposition of an enhanced 
community quarantine and the stringent social distancing measures over the entire Luzon: 

WHEREAS, the Department of Trade and Industry (Dll) has issued warnings that there 
is no need to panic-buy and asked grocery and Supermarket owners to limit the quantity of JEems 
thev are selling in light of the panic buying caused by the COVID-l? scare; 

WHEREAS, there is an urgent need to protect the public, particularly the residents of 
Olongapo City from possible abuses of persons and business establishments by unreasonably 
hoarding supplies of basic and prime commodities, including face masks; 

WHEREAS, as part of the City Government efforts to protect the consumers and ensuring 
orderly and equitable sa le by business establishment* and co ensure availability of basic necessities 
and prime commodities at reasonable prices at all times during declared emergency situations and 
similar occasions. 

NOW THEREFORE, L, ROLEN C, PAULINO, JK., City Mayor of Oloagapo City, by 
virtue of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby order that: 
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Seelion I BASIC NECESSITIES. Are go<*ts vital to the needs of consumers, for 
sustenance and existence in limes of any of the caws provided under Suction 6 or 7 of the 
Act, such as, but not limited to, rice, corn, root crops, bread:, fresh, dried or tanned fash and 
marine products: fresh pork, beef and poultry meat; fresh eggs' potable water in bottles 
containers: fresh and processed milk; fresh vegetables and fruits: locally manufactured 
noodles, coffee; sugar: cooking oil: sab: Laundry soap and detergents; firewood: chi 
household liquefied petroleum gas (LPtj) and kerosene: candles: drugs classified as essents 
the Department of Health and such other goods as may be included under Section 4 of the 
Act. unless otherwise excluded:

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Seel ion 4. PROFITEERING Is the sale or offering for sale of any basic necessity or 
prime commodity at a price grossly in excess of its true value. There shall he prima laeie evi< 
of profiteering whenever a baste necessity or prime commodity being sold: <a> has no price 
(b) is misrepresented as to its weight or measurement; te} is adulterated or diluted: or (d) whi 
a person raises the price of any basic necessity or prime commodity be sells or offers for 
the general public by more than ten percent (10%) of its price in (he immediately preceding i 
provided, that, in the case of agricultural crops, fresh fish, fresh marine products, and 
seasonal products covered by this Act and as determined by the implementing agency, the 
facie provisions shall not apply;
